Voted, That the Corresponding Secretary present the thanks of the 
Society to Mr. Tyng, and through him to Mr. Hayes, for this valuable 
document; that it be placed among the manuscripts, and not be taken 
from the Library but with the consent of the Society.* 

Voted, That the Treasurer be directed to defray the expense which 
has accrued in binding the manuscript. 

Voted, That the list of donations to the town of Boston after the 
passing of the Boston Port Bill, communicated by Mr. Savage, be 
referred to the Publishing Committee. 

Voted, That Alden Bradford, Esq., be requested to prepare a memoir 
on the late Hon. Joshua Thomas for the Collections.! 

Hon. Jeremiiah Mason, of Portsmouth, was nominated 
a Corresponding Member of the Society by the President.

Nichols were chosen, by ballot, the Publishing Com- 
mittee. 

Dr. Prince was excused from serving on the Com- 
mittee for taking the height of Beacon Hill. 

Mr. Webster, Mr. Gray, and Mr. Snelling were 
appointed to confer with the proprietors of the Boston 
Library relative to closing the Arch.

A map of Rochester, by Mr. Holmes, with several 
communications by the Corresponding Secretary, were 
referred to the Publishing Committee. 

Francis C. Gray, Esq., was chosen on the Standing 
Committee in the place of James Winthrop, Esq., 
deceased. 

Whether any measures have been actually commenced in relation to this object 
I know not. If not, the sooner a beginning is made the better : the task is 
every day growing more difficult. It seems naturally to come within the pur- 
poses for which the Historical Society was instituted. If a committee of the 
Society could be selected who would undertake the collecting, arranging, and 
perhaps publishing from time to time, such memorials as may yet be obtained, 
much might be effected.

The Committee on the subject of collecting memoirs 
of the graduates of Harvard College reported progress, 
and obtained leave to continue their attention to that 
object.

Voted, That Dr. Freeman, Mr. Clap, and Mr. Merrill be requested 
to prepare the index for the second series of the Collections, and that 
the Publishing Committee reserve as much space in the tenth volume 
for its insertion, and any additional matter, as the first-named commit- 
tee shall deem sufficient.

Haven, Jr., Esq., of Portsmouth, a Corresponding Mem- 
ber, by Mr. Merrill ; Mr. John Farmer, by Dr. Freeman ;
